• tlon of Sierra Madre, and no de¬ 
sire to do anything by "good.” 

Sierra Madre has brought 
health and hope to hundreds, hav¬ 
ing a little the best climate for 
"nm-down” or aged people in all 
America, and proves it by trans¬ 
forming many invalids Into 
healthy, alert, energetic and happy 
people, adding to their span of 
life by a salubrious climate of 
maximum sunlight, and Inspiring 
one and all with views of rare 
magnificence. (And the local 
physicians are skillful, too.) Bron- 
chitas yields quickly here. So does 
asthma. Retire “tired" business 
and professional men become re¬ 
juvenated without drugs or sur¬ 
gical aid, and go speeding off to 
attend affairs that had become a 
burden. 

Said the psalmist: “I will lift 
up mine eyes unto the hills, from 
whence cometh my help." And 
helpful hills close up are one of 
Sierra Madre’s chief charms. They 
£>0 help. 

In quite a few ways. Sierra 
Madre is noticeably different from 
any other of Los Angelea’ subur¬ 
ban “bedrooms." Dally a majority 
of the men of most suburbs jour¬ 
ney cityward, returning at night 
to eat and sleep. Some do so from 
Sierra Madre, but only a small 
percentage compared with the 
usual dally exodus prevailing in 
other suburbs. A very large num¬ 
ber of Sierra Madreans do not 
commute. 

Newspaper men, editorial writ¬ 
ers, head-writers, a noted “col- 
yumlst," a meteorologist of wide 


fame in charge of this western 
weather bureau, clerks and em¬ 
ployes of business institutions in 
Los Angeles, and a few others, 
get abroad the “big red cars” of , 
the Pacific Electric or into pri¬ 
vate autos (for there is no “bus 
service here,) and speed in every ■ 
morning right smart early, re- i 
turning at night. Of course, every | 
inhabitant at times goes “to the ^ 
city,” but traffic is light com¬ 
pared with what most Los An- ^ 
geles suburbs produce. 

There are many "writers” in 
Sierra Madre— some quite suc¬ 
cessful ones, others equally in¬ 
dustrious but as yet unrecog¬ 
nized by publishers. Long, long 
ago, Eugene Field spent a vaca¬ 
tion here and endorsed the local 
conditions from the needs of a 
poet and prose genius. Others of 
almost equal fame have enjoyed 
visits here. It is a “creative” at¬ 
mosphere. Some noted artists have 
built studios in selected spots. 
And Sierra Madre does not lack 
for musicians. Only Carmel up 
north, with its fog and cold sum¬ 
mer days, and Laguna Beach, 
south of here on the ocean, have 
larger art colonies in numbers— 
none has greater quality. The nu¬ 
cleus is here for a great art cen¬ 
ter. 

No one is in much of a “hurry” 
in Sierra Madre. Sauntering is 
the common gait. There are so 
^ many beautiful gardens to ex- 
1 , amine as one walks about that 
it seems foolish to “rush” around 
, as one does some places that 
could be mentioned. People stop 
■ and look here, and for good rea- 
’ sons. From every comer is a view 
[ of entrancing beauty, either of 
, the near mountains or of the 
I wide San Gabriel Valley several 
hundred feet below. One can look 
up or down on the landscape 
just as one feels Inclined, or view 
the well-kept home gardens of 
- nine out of ten occupied resl- 
• dents.
